Tapt.  W illiam  S.  ^IcFarlin,  a son  of  Sampson  and  Polly 
(SlinrtUdf)  MoFarlin,  was  horn  in  South  ('arver,  duly  11. 
ami  died  dan.  11.  1D14.  in  tho  hons(‘  in  whicdi  he  was  horn. 

Farly  in  lif(‘  he  joined  the  Methodist  (dinreh  and  remained  a 
loyal  memher  to  the  time  of  his  death.  lie  was  also  ])rominently 
identified  with  tlie  teni])eranee  movement,  standing-  for  prohihi- 
tion  and  aetive  in  its  societies,  heing-  a ehartei'  memher  of  W'an- 
k'impioah,  Feho  Fake  and  Wdnthro])  lodges,  lie  was  a])pointed  a 
state  eonstahle  under  the  prohihitory  law  of  FS14,  and  inspired  hy 
a natni'al  aversion  to  the  Ii(pior  ti'aliie.  he  ])roved  a sincere  and 
ellieient  workei".  W'orking  in  eonjnnetion  with  oflieers  Folling- 
wood  and  Baxter  of  Fiymouth,  he  met  with  many  exciting  and 
amusing  expericmees,  illustrative  of  the  tricks  of  the  trade  when 
piessed  hy  an  ineorrnptihle  detective. 

As  a hoy  lie  joined  the  old  state  militia  in  FSo^,  heeame  second 
licmtenant  of  (V>.  I\  of  the  3rd  Iicgiment  of  Bay  State  Fight  In- 
fantry, in  FS54  heeame  first  lieutenant,  and  in  FSoS  on  the 
resignation  of  (ki])t.  Seneca  Thomas  he  heeame  captain  of  the 
company,  (dipt.  MeFarlin  ])roved  to  he  an  expert  drill  master, 
and  his  aliility  in  this  direction  was  recognized  on  the  muster 
fields. 

('apt.  iMeFarlin  with  his  company  of  “Minute  Mem  of  hi" 
had  the  honor  of  res|)onding  to  Fri'sident  Lincoln's  first  call  for 
men  to  serve  at  Fortress  iMonroe.  The  e()ni[)any  was  musteivul  out 
duly  ’FT  FShl  having  eonpileted  its  term  of  cmlistment.  ('apt. 
MeFarlin  was  immediately  commissioned  hy  (lov.  Andu'w  to  re- 
ernit  another  eoinjiany,  and  as  a I'esnlt  of  his  efforts  Co.  (',  FSth 
Ih'ginumt,  entered  the  service  in  the  Army  of  the  Fotomae 
where  its  nnmhers  were  thinned  hy  death,  discaisc'  and  disability 
that  have  marked  it  as  one  of  the  heroic  n'giments. 

Ca])t.  iMcFarlin  snflVred  a snnstioki'  in  the  Ik'ninsnlai*  ((iini-. 


pniirn  that  iu'tH\<>itatod  his  retirement  from  active  service  in  Oct. 
ISh*?  and  from  tlie  etfects  of  wliicli  he  never  fully  recovered.  He 
was  an  officer  l)eloved  of  his  company  and  regiment,  and  all  who 
knew  him  pay  trihnte  to  his  memory. 

Aftor  leaving  active  service  at  the  front  Capt.  ^IcFarlin  re- 
tired to  Washington  wliere  he  was  detailed  with  varions  duties 
in  connection  with  the  army,  among  which  was  a position  on  the 
r.  S.  .'Sanitary  (’ommission  where  he  proved  very  efficient. 

(’apt.  iMcFarlin  cherished  a pass  to  attend  President  Lincoln's 
funeral  that  was  given  him  hy  Boston  Corhett,  who  is  credited 
with  having  fired  the  shot  that  killed  John  Wilkes  Booth  when 
he  was  hiding  in  a barn  after  the  assassination  of  the  Pre.'^ident. 

He  was  a member  of  the  E.  W.  Pierce  Post.  t4.  A.  P.  of  Mid- 
dlehoro  and  of  other  patriotic  and  military  orders. 

J'he  Carver  camp  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans,  known  as  the  Capt. 
W'illiam  S.  ^IcFarlin  Camp,  was  named  after  him. 

He  was  a ])ioneer  in  the  cnltivation  of  cranberries  for  which 
Carver  is  noted,  and  it  was  on  his  land  that  the  ^fcFarlin  cran- 
herrv  was  pro])agated  Ijy  his  brother.  Thomas  flewitt  ^IcFarlin. 

Since  he  retired  from  his  duties  in  connection  with  the  army 
he  has  dealt  in  woodland  and  lumber,  and  has  travelled  exten- 
sivelv.  having  made  several  journeys  across  the  continent  and 
through  the  South.  One  of  the  most  interesting  incidents  of 
his  travel  was  his  meeting  in  Xorth  Carolina  with  the  Confed- 
erate Capt.  J'oms  whose  blanket,  marked  ”C'apt.  Tom's,  from  his 
mother."  he  had  picked  np  at  Hanover  Court  House,  twenty 
years  l>efore  during  the  Peninsnlar  Campaign,  and  now  had  the 
privilege  of  returning  to  its  owner.

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  one  of  the  large  State  sprayers 
to  help  us  out  in  our  work  last  season  and  with  one  on  hand 
of  our  own  this  year  we  will  be  able  to  spray  a much  larger 
area,  althought  5 tons  of  lead  were  used  last  year. 

We  already  have  the  promise  of  funds  from  the  State  to 
carry  on  this  work. 


In  addition  to  the  moth  spraying  the  street  trees  will  need 
spraying  this  year  as  they  were  omitted  last  j^ear  on  account 
of  their*  good  condition.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Carver: — 

1 am  pleased  to  report  a smaller  number  of  changes  in 
teachers  throughout  the  superintendency  union  for  the  year& 
1913-1914  than  for  the  previous  year.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  in  September^  1913,  of  the  thirty-six  teachers  in  the 
union  there  were  twenty-two  teaching  in  the  district  for  the  first 
time,  and  sixteen  teaching  their  first  schools;  and  in  addition 
there  were  six  changes  during  the  fall  term,  making  twenty-eight 
changes  from  the  close  of  one  school  year  to  the  end  of  the  first 
third  of  the  next.  For  the  same  period  this  year  there  were  but 
fourteen  changes,  and  but  three  of  them  in  this  town,  one  at  the 
High  School,  one  at  Bates  Pond,  and  one  at  the  North  Grammar 
school  at  the  close  of  the  fall  term. 

The  present  teachers,  that  were  in  town  last  year,  are  Miss 
Inez  M.  Bailey  at  the  North  Primary,  Miss  Miriam  H.  Braley 
at  the  Center  Grammar,  Miss  Alice  M.  Eussell  at  the  Center 
Primary,  Miss  Marion  Lyon  at  the  South  Grammar,  Miss  Amy 
L.  Felton  at  the  South  Primary,  Miss  Helene  E.  Field  at  Pope’s 
Point,  Mrs.  Lulu  Pratt  at  East  Carver,  and  Miss  Viola  L.  Merri- 
field,  principal  of  the  High  School.  Those  who  were  not  in  town 
last  year  are  Miss  Elizabeth  Tillson  at  Bates  Pond,  Miss  Helen 
C.  Hodsdon  of  Ffyeburg,  Me.,  at  the  North  Grammar,  and  Miss 
Marion  Hutchins  of  Fitchburg  at  the  High  School. 

There  were  222  pupils  in  all  schools  at  the  close  of  the  fall 
term  December  18,  1914,  198  in  elementary  schools,  and  24  in 
the  High  School.  Last  }^ear  there  were  216,  192  in  elementary 
schools  and  24  in  the  High  School.  *They  are  divided  in  schools 
and  grades  as  follows:

For  several  years  the  ninth  grade  has  been  in  the  Higli 
School.  At  the  beginning  of  this  year  fonr  classes  were  fully 
represented  in  the  High  School,  as  had  not  been  the  case  for 
several  years  previous.  Two  teachers  could  not  teach  all  the  sub- 
jects of  four  classes  and  those  of  the  ninth  grade  in  addition, 
even  though  the  number  of  High  School  pupils  is  small.  The 
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pupils  entering  the  ninth  grade  in  September  remained  in  their 
respective  grammar  schools. 

The  fifth  grades  have  been  in  the  grammar  schools  until  this 
year ; but  as  the  grammar  school  teachers  must  now  have  time  for 
the  ninth  grades  and  some  grade  is  lacking  in  each  of  the  pri- 
mary schools,  the  fifth  grades  remain  in  those  schools  another 
year. 

For  two  years  past  the  High  school  agent  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  has  strongly  urged  abolishing  the  ninth  grade; 
making  the  minimum  entrance  age  six  years;  and  having  but 
eight  grades  before  the  High  School. 

The  objections  to  the  plan  are  that  children  do  enter  at  five, 
and  that  most  of  them  could  not  do  the  usual  elementary  school 
work  between  five  and  thirteen.  I think  the  work  could  be  done,, 
by  most  children,  between  six  and  fourteen.  But  a stronger  ob- 
jection is  that  the  large  majority  of  children  do  not  go  to  High 
School,  and  by  abolishing  the  ninth  grade  they  would  be  de- 
prived of  one  year  of  schooling. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  hope  to  adopt  a plan  for  the 
division  of  schools  into  Elementary,  Intermediate  and  High 
Schools,  instead  of  into  Elementary  and  High  as  at  present.  The 
elementary  is  to  be  composed  of  the  first  six  grades,  and  range 
in  time  from  six  to  twelve  years;  the  Intermediate,  of  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades,  and  years  thirteen  and  fourteen ; and 
the  High  School  remaining  as  at  present.  There  is  not  space  to 
describe  the  plan  in  detail.  The  expense  of  carrying  it  out  in 
rural  communities  would,  I think,  make  it  impracticable. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  any  High  School  pupils  who  contem- 
plate attending  a normal  school  in  the  state  to  know  that  there  is 
to  be  a radical  change  in  the  work  in  Massachusetts  normal 
schools.  The  change  is  to  provide  specialized  training  for  the 
teaching  that  will  be  required  for  the  distinctive  work  of  the 
elementary  and  intermediate  schools,  as  mentioned  above. 

There  are  now  four  distinct  courses  in  some  normal  schools — > 
the  four  years,  three  years,  kindergarten-primary  and  two  years- 
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courses.  Tor  those  entering  from  now  on  there  are  to  be  but 
two  courses,  an  elementary  course  of  two  years,  and  an  advanced 
course  of  three  years.  All  students  are  to  take  the  same  work  the 
first  year.  At  tlie  beginning  of  the  second  year  the  work  is  to 
he  ditferentiated  into  elementary  and  advanced.  The  elemen- 
tary course  is  to  prepare  for  teaching  in  the  first  six  grades  only, 
and  the  advanced  course  for  grades  seven  and  eight  only. 

The  student  will  not  be  left  to  make  her  own  choice  of  the 
course.  The  school  authorities  are  to  decide  in  which  grades 
she  is  most  likely  to  succeed.  If  from  lack  of  size  an  apparent 
lack  of  mental  qualities  they  think  she  will  not  succeed  in  grades 
seven  and  eight  she  can  take  elementary  work  only,  and  can  stay 
in  the  school  but  two  years,  and  can  have  no  opportunity  to  pre- 
])are  for  upper  grade  teaching.  That  any  one  can  decide  several 
years  in  advance  what  one  can  do  successfully  has  not  been 
shown  by  experience.  The  plan  does  not  originate  with  the 
normal  schools. 

The  above  plan  was  explained  to  a group  of  superintendents 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

At  a recent  meeting  of  superintendents  representing  twenty 
towns  in  Barnstable,  Plymouth  and  Bristol  counties,  an  estimate 
was  made  of  the  average  salaries,  cost  of  board  and  net  incomes 
of  the  teachers  in  those  towns,  excluding  high  school  teachers 
and  principals  of  large  schools.  The  average  weekly  salary  was 
found  to  ])e  $13.30,  cost  of  board  $5.84,  net  weekly  salary,  $7.47, 
and  net  yearly  salary  $269,  an  average  net  income  above  board 
of  85c  per  day.  It  had  cost  these  teachers  an  average  of  two  and 
one-half  years  and  $650  to  prepare  themselves  for  their  work. 
44ns  shows  why  we  keep  teachers  but  for  one  or  two  years. 

44ie  school  savings  bank  has  not  been  in  operation  this  year. 
Mrs.  Goetz,  who  had  charge  of  it  last  year,  found  the  work  more 
thaji  she  could  give  time  for,  and  no  one  else  has  been  found 
willing  to  undertake  it. 

.V  bank  has  been  in  operation  for  two  years  in  one  of  the  towns 
of  the  district  with  marked  success.  But  it  is  in  one  central 
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school  of  130  pupils,  and  the  work  is  done  by  one  person  who 
visits  the  school  each  week  and  makes  collections  from  the  dif- 
ferent rooms.  It  is  very  difficult  to  conduct  a bank  successfully 
among  scattered  schools;  it  requires  much  time,  and  some  ex- 
pense. 

The  attendance  for  the  year  ending  June  1914,  was  slightly 
better  than  the  previous  year.  The  following  table  compares  the
